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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse in the reply filed on 07/26/05 is acknowledged. Since 
the ground of traversal is found persuasive, the restriction requirement made in the Office action 
mailed on 06/30/05 is hereby withdrawn. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1-22 are allowed. The following is a statement of the examiner's reasons for 
allowance. The present application relates generally to photolithography. Regarding claim 1, 
the prior art fails to disclose an electronic circuit wherein a strobe line electrically coupled to 
ones of the circuit elements constituting a set comprising at least two of the circuit elements 
positioned diagonally adjacent one another in the array to provide thereto a strobe signal to cause 
ones of the circuit elements in the set to shift data to ones of the circuit elements outside the set. 
Regarding claim 18, the prior art fails to disclose the unique sequential steps for performing 
photolithography. The claimed invention is therefore considered to be in condition for allowance 
as being novel and non-obvious over prior art. 

3. The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 
would be improper. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement 
of Reasons for Allowance." 

Other Information/Remarks 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Robinson et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,281,866) discloses a method of addressing a spatial 
light modulator using strobe signals. 

Schroeder (US-PGPUB 2005/0212722) discloses a similar device and method, but 
distinct from the present invention, because in US-PGPUB 2005/0212722 the data is shifted 
outside the set in an interleaving pattern as clearly shown in figure 8, wherein the present 
invention shifts data outside the set which comprising at least two of the circuit elements 
positioned diagonally adjacent one another in the array as shown in figure 6 of the present 
application.
